In moving this resolution Afr. Arni- 
.Hirong thought that every gentleman 
would agree with him thai such a mo- 
I ion was neco3.sary. Jt would tie benefi- 
cial to tho I'roviucial and Dominion gov- 
ernments to have white labor employed 
inatead of Chinese. Contractors would 
prefer whito labor, and if assistoil by tho 
[■)omiiiion they vould carry out an ar- 
raiigeniont for employing white labor. 
1,000 white men would bo brought out by 
tho railroad contractors if they could gel 
a guarantee that a portion of the expense 
would bo borne by the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

Seconded by Mr RIcGillivray. 

Mr. J. W. Williams would support tho 
motion. He wa.s aiway.s iu favor of such 
legislation and had supported the govern- 
ment in ta.xiiig Chinamen. It seemed 
that every movement in this direction 
seemetl to be declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court judges. The pre- 
mier ought "to have carried the matter 
further and not to have given it up in the 
way he had done. He Iiopod the leader 
of the governnieut would ii(.it give this re- 
solution up in the same way. 

Mr. Helgosen would also suii[iort this 
motion as he had every one of the kind 
that hafl been brought forwartl. China- 
' men had been excluded from all public 
works and this was as it should be. lie 
hoped that before long Mongolian 
labor would bo still further restricted. 

Hon. Mr. Humphrey thought the re- 
solution a move in the right direction; 
but it was diflicult to carry out such reso- 
lutiona. The restiriclion and regulation 
for tho admission of Chinamen should bo 
carried out as much as po.isible. He re- 
marked on tho legislation that had been 
passed in the Australian colonies and 
thought aonic siicli legislation should bo 
adopted hero. 

Mr. Bennett heartily concurred in tho 
spirit of tho resolution; but the govern- 
inont passing it would bo something like 
locking tho stable door after tho horse 
had been stolen, lie would bo glad to 
Iind that contractors were willing to bear 
half the expense of bringing out whito 
I.ibor. The railroad contractor should 
consent to a resolution of this kind before 
it was passed. In sucli a case lie would 
support it heartily. Contractors had ac- 
cepted contracts in good faith that cvciy 
kind of labor could i)o employed, iiad such 
being the case Ihoy ought not to bo ros- 
trictedmany way. If it bo possible to 
get white labor, by all moans got it; bul 
the rights of tho contractors lunst not b'.> 
ignored. ' 

Mr. AVilsoii ai^rced wiih tlio Imn. inoni- 
l)0r for Yale and hoped .something might 
come of this resolution; hut it was hoping i 
against hope. Ho road a remark of Sir { 
John Macdonald's to show that the Do- j 
minion Oovernnient would not restrict I 
labor on r.iihvay contracts. It seemed to 
him quite clear that suuh legislation 
would not be allowed. I 'nfortunately 
many of the powers of the Australian col- 
oniea which had been oiijoycd by thi.s 
province had been resigned to the Do- 
nrinion at Confederation. The first part 
of the resolution would therefore bo of no 
avail. Tho second part witli roforence to 
white men might bo of s.)iiio nso. If aid 
were given for the bringiu;.; in cf whito 
kibor by tho p,ominion (lovernment it 
tvo^ld certainly be of gi-cnt benefit to the 
province. 

Hon. Mr. Beavcn complimented the 
mover in bringing forward the resolution. 
Ho looked upon tlid ipiestion of Chinese 
labor as one of tho most iinportant move- 
ments on the Pacific coast. The legisla- 
ture had done all iu its power to restrict 
Chinese immigration but wilhoia mucli 
avail. Tho question appeared a very 
aimple one, because if Chinese wore not 
employed as a matter of coMr.sc (hey 
ivould not come. Bul they find euiploy- 
iiient in some way or other. Ho then 
eiiumorated the measures thai had bsen 
imssed to' restrict the evil during tho la'it 
four years. These measures lie contend- 
ed were perfectly const ilulional and steps 
i:i tho right direction, but one alter an- 
other'they^ell to the ground. Hc'^then 
read.^'orerci{res61utions of his own which 
htt^peeii^ijSSsocl fronr'tinio to time. Some 
of thea'o w'cro very similar to the one 
now before the House. Still, tliesc hav- 
ing' failed,' should not prevent the present 
one from passing. ( >uicn.sland legisla- 
tion waa then referred to and explained 
as bearing on iho question at is.sue. Ho 
made it his special business lo interview 
"tlfSTHinister of Bailwiiys when ho was 
here on the question no before tho j 



Houae,but he had no great hopes of much 
coming of it. The Dominion members of 
this province had also urged similar 
measures on tho attention of the Domin- 
ion Government and this legislature 
should on this and every occasion sup- 
port Burfi resolutions. Tlio insertion of 
a clause in tho railway contract waa urged 
without eflect. He had great pleasure in 
supporting the resolution and hoped good 
would come of it. 

Mr. Smitho sincerely hoped tho pas- 
sage of tho resolution would result in 
good, but with the hon. member for Vic- 
toria city he waa doubtful of good results. 
Ho believed tho Dominion Government 
would not put themselves in a iiositioii to 
carry out such a resolution. \\'itli refer- 
ence to tho second part it was not e.'iact- 
ly clear as to whether it applied to the 
local legislature or tho govermnont of 
Canada. He was quite prepared to en- 
dorse the resolutitin M either case. There 
was not a member "of the House that 
would oppogo it, or, indeed, a man in the 
province that would not do so. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom wished to alter tho 
wording of the resolution somewhat and 
suggested a slight cliang*. He would 
not enter into explanation of what had 
been dona 1» the jjast on this question; 
but it seemed humiliating that whito men 
should be obliged to legislate with regard 
to this matter and endeavor to proveiil 
mou of another color from coming in am- 
ongst them. The reasons of this were 
entered into at some length and ho gave 
abine illustrations on tho point at issue. 
Ho coatanded that tho legislature hero 
must do aa other legislatures had done 
and endeavor to stop tho invasion of 
Chinamen. l>ut tho question muil bo 
further agitated and kept before the Do- 
minion Government till something comes 
of it. Tho arguments of i>roniiiient poli- 
ticians against legislation of this sort wore 
gone over and commented on dt some 
length. His hon. friend tho member for 
Victoria ho hoped would practice what he 
preached and not employ Chinesu any 
'longer. (Laughter.) 

iSfr. 'Wilson asserted that he did not 
employ Chinamen at all. 

Mri—Vsh would join in supporting tliu 
resolution. But he would ask the mover 
to allow the matter to lay over for a day 
or two. It >fould not be advisable to do 
anything hero that would conflict with 
the Duiuinion govermnont. He thought 
it wiuild bo better for this House to mem- 
oriali/i" the Dominion Parliament on the 
matter. It waa in no spirit of opposition 
to ilui motion that he made this suggestion 
but it would be better to urge upon the 
Doiiiiiiiiin parliament the necessity of 
some legi-slation on this question. In the 
States the question was being discussed 
and it would bo better to lay it over here 
for n few days. 

Mr. ,\rmatrong accepted the alteration 
suggested by the att(n'ney general and re- 
plied Icj some of the objections and doubts 
c.xiiro.ssed by former speakers. Ho could 
not see that the resolution would elTect 
the contraotora in any w.iy. If they could 
not get whito labor of oour.so they muat 
employ OJunese.' His object waa lo in- 
duce tlio Dominion Government to assist 
in securing abetter class of labor on rail- 
w.iy works. The Dominion government 
would bo the gainer;) by substituting 
white labor for Chinese as the custom 
duties would thereby be increased. Ho 
thought that great good would Msultfrom 
the passing of the resolution notwith- 
standing tho doubts that had been oxprca- 
sed. Neither could he sec any use in 
laying the resolution over for a few- 
days. 

Sir. Drunmiond on rising to speak was 
called to order as the debate wits closed. 
He contondcd[that two days notice should 
have been given of tho alteration in the 
resolution. Ho was again called to order 
amid much laughter. 

The resolution as amended wisliicii 
carried unanimously.

"It having been reported that a largo 
extension of tho Xtassian naral station 
was in progress at Vladivoatock, the 
place has been viaited by Vicc-Admiral 
Willes, and what ho there saw ha.s 
apparontly made so much impression upon 
him that a long dispatch has been trans- 
mitted tu tho Admiralty upon tho subject. 
A new dock for repairing ships and a slip 
for canatructing small armed craft are in 
hand. A factory for tho manufacture of 
torpedoes and additional batteries to 
strengthen the defence of the place is em- 
ploying several hnndrods of hands in its 
construction. Tho Siberian flotilla, in- 
stead of comprising, as in the paat, two 
aged schooners and three obsolete gun- 
vessels, now consist's «f ttt o floating bat- 
teries, four schooners, and five gunboats 
of tho newest tlescription. For the mo- 
ment, Uussiti appears to have abiindonod 
her hostile intentions upon Corea, but 
she seems to bo none the less determined 
lo constitute herself the loading naval 
power in tho North Pacific." — Tinia. 

The unportanco of making Eaquimnlt a 
firstelasa naval station with a No. 1 grav- 
ing dock is becoming moro apparent.

THE PISTOL AaAllT. 

An Attorney Shot Fatally by a Per- 
secuted Policoman. 

(oreijoniaii.) 

SaK, Fuancisuo, Fob. 25.-- -The Dolli- 
ver case, being a charge of indecent 
exposure, has been on trial for .several 
daya in police court No. 2, and has been 
throughout characterized by much acri- 
mony on the part of counsel and witnesses, 
last' Monday ox-District Attorney J. D. 
JIurphy in his opening fordcfenso, .illu'd- 
cd to police officer John Maronoy, prosecu- 
ting witness in thia case, aa an Australian 
convict and thief. Maroney evidently 
brooded over this attack. About 11.30 
thia morning as Murphy was standing 
near the dock in the court room Maronoy 
cntorod and iiushing aside an oflicor stand- 
ing near IVIurphy he drew a pistol and 
without a word firod. Tho ball struck 
Jlurijuy in the right side of tho nock, pass- 
ing completely through. He fell to the 
floor, blood spouting in jets over tho by- 
standers, crying, " Murdered for doing 
my duty." The greatest excitement en- 
sued and more than one cry of "Lynch 
him" arose. Maronoy was instantly seiz- 
ed by Sergeant Apgar and taken below to 
the city prison. Upon the way he at- 
tempted to shoot himself, but Apgar pre- 
vented him and tho ball passed through 
tho latter's vest. Maronoy was then dis- 
armed and locked up. Murphy was tak- 
en lo the prison hospital and medical at- 
tendance summoned, but his wound is be- 
lieved to bo fatal. At the time of tho 
shooting Murphy waa addro.iaing the Jury 
and referring to iSIaroney in a most otl'eii- 
aivo manner. 

The whole history of (lu> case has been 
peculiar. Dollivcr, who is a man of ad- 
vanced age and very wealth}-, was accused 
of tampuring with some dotcii or moro 
little girls. Maroney, who was tho ar- 
resting oflicor, has had charge of procur- 
ing witnesses and of gi'norally forwarding 
the prosecution within his province. De- 
fence has been liackod by abundunt 
moans and every ellbrt has been made to 
impeach prosocution. Your reporter, after 
tho shooting, inlerviowcd Maroney in his 
cell. He was laboring under a degree of 
agitation bordering on insanity, and his 
remarks were fragmentary and almost in- 
cohorent. Ho exhibited little desire to 
speak at length saying: Tho public knows 
all about this cane and it knows how I 
hare been hounded by prosecution for do- 
ing my duty. Every means have been 
used to dr.-NW uie off and to break dosvn 
my. witnesses. I ii.n r ijcuo oll'i'red i^'-'OOO 
to draw out and I have now in the 

hands of the authorities that were given 
to Olio of my witnesses lo try to induce 
false swoarhig. I have boon so worked 
up about this thing that I hardly knew 
what I was about. I was drinking some 
last night and again this imnning.

Sr. l'r<rKi'.-.iiin(i, Fe'i. i'-l - .Vll N'ihilistn j 
on trial here pleaded guilty. Tho court 
sat till midnight. No political trial in ! 
Russia has lieen conducted with such se- 
crr-cy, sovfuity and disregard to ordinary 
usages of legal |)roceduro as tho ono in 
progress now. The president of the 
court insisted thai tin; prisoners should 
bo tried separately or in groups, accord- 
ing to thoir crimes, and thoy are forbid- 
den to spo.ik or write to each other while 
together in tho docks. At first commu- 
nication between ju'lsoners and counfiel 
was forbidden, but even the public prose- 
cutors piotostod against this decision, 
which ultimately was withdrawn.
